TIMBER AND OIL. 


The Fuel on Which Extensive Forest 
Fires are Feeding. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service, 

BRADFORD (Pa.,) May 5.—The most de- 
structive forest fires known in this sec- 
tion for years have been raging fer the 
past week. About 3 o’clock this morning 
a fire started between Glen Hazel and 
Keltners. Dolliver’s sawmill), located be- 
tween these points, was soon destroyed 
together with 10,000,000 feet of lumber, 
the engine-house, railroad switches, six- 
teen cars of tumber and coal, eight dwel- 
lings, an oil well and several thousand 
acres of timber-land. A special train con- 
sisting of a steamer and a large force of 
firemen was sent from here. The firemen 
were unable to do anything but divert 
the course of the flames. Everything in 
the woods is very dry and the leaves 
and underbrush furnished fuel for the 
blaze. The flames are going up the hill- 
side at a rapid rate and are destroying 
everything in their path. The sky is 
black with a stifiing smoke and the 
flames shoot up as high as the tops of the 
trees. Several people were injured in es- 
caping from the. flames. 

This afternoon a second appeal was re- 
ceived from Glen Hazel asking for help 
and thirty-five firemen with hose were 
sent by special train. It was feared that 
the fire was about to cross the east branch 
of Clarion river and sweep out the town 
of Glen Hazel. The woods along the Erie 
railroad between Keltner and Bradford 
are on fire, and it is feared the loss to 
oil and lumber property will be great. 


AQUATIC PLEASURES. 


Sunday Boating at Detroit Marred by 
Four Deaths.

DETROIT, May 5.—The opening of the 
season of aquatic pleasures was marked 
here today by the drowning of four per- 
sons. John Moriarty, aged 16; Frank Con- 
nelly, aged 14, and four other you'tths were 
swimming in the Bouge River, when Con- 
nelly was taken with a cramp. In sink- 
ing he clutched Moriariy’s leg, and both 
were drowned. . 

At 5:30 o'clock a sail-boat containing’ 
George H. Baugh, his wife and brother-in- 
law, George Emmons, was capsized in the 
Detroit River. Mr. and Mrs. Baugh were 
drowned. Emmons escaped. bodies 
were not recovered.

Admiral Stephenson and the Flag- 
ship Remain to Salute the 
Nicaraguan Emblem. 


Great Impetus Given to the Central- 
American Alliance Proposition. 
Some Doubt as to Where 
This Country Stands.

MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) May 5.—(A%0- 
clated Press Copyrigitt, 1895.) The Nica- 
raguan vernment having, throwgh the 
Minister at London, accepted 
the modified Britsh ultimaium, the ds- 
pute between the two countries is practi- 
cally at an end. ' 

As stated exclusively in the Acociaied 
Press dispatches, orders were cabled from 
London to Rear-Adairal Stephenson, di- 
recting him to evuaewate the port today. 
The warships presented a ecene of orderiy 
bustle ‘this morning, giving evidence that 
something out of the usual course was 
going on. Boats parced frequently be- 
tween the shore and tthe vessels, the little 
midshipmen in charge wearing an air of 
greater importance than usual. The force 
originally landed by ‘he British to hold 
the place wae 400 Diue-jackets and ma- 
rines, but on: Friday, when it became 
known that the temeion has become re- 
laxed, all of ‘them, with ‘the exception of 
fifty-eight marines and other officers were 
whthdrawn. 

Shortly. after the flag denoting that re- 
ligious services ‘were in progress on board 
the warships was hauled down, the ma- 
rines who had been drawn up in from of 
the customhouse were ordered to recurn 
to their ehips. A few minutes later, the

There are cther questions of dam- 
ages to British subjec.s do be settled, but 
Nicaragua believes that if these questions 
are submited to an impartial commiss.on 
the judgment will be rendered in her fa- 
vor. 

Well-authentticated reports, however, are 
that Chief Clerence, the depowed ruler of 
the Mosquito reservacion, who is now in 
Kingston, Jamaica, is the recipient of i6 
per day from the British government, and 
these reports do no: tend so allay the pop- 
ular animosity against Great Britain, it 
being held that eae would not take such 
an interest in Clarence, if she did not have 
ulter.or designs regarding him. Kk is 
broadly stated that Great Britain tniended 
to restore to his chiefltainship, but 
to do this now she would have to despoil 
Nicaragua of the territory formerly ruled 
over by him, which a few days ago waa 
incorporated as a Siate, and named Zelaya 
in honor of the. President of Nicaragua. 

In well-informed circles # 4s not be- 
lieved that Great Britain will ever attempt 
to restore Clarence under the present eitai- 
utes, simce, should she endeavor to do so, 
it is thought the United States would in- 
terfere in what would practically amount 
to a confiscation of territory. 

There is much doubt here as to what 
the exact attitude of the government at 
Washington has been. Many conflicting 
statements are made, some of which are 
to the effect that the United States, if 
her government protested at all against 
the oecupation of Nicaraguan territory, did 
so in a perfunctory manner; while, on the 
other hand, it is claimed it was due to 
her efforts in a measure, that Senor Me- 
dina, the Salvadoran Minister at Lon- 
don, took such a successful part in the 
negotiations. The action of San Salva- 
dor in guaranteeing the payment of the 
indemnity, as in fact her course through- 
out the whole dispute, is favorably com- 
mented upon in official circles, and it is 
believed that an entente will be estab- 
lished that will lead to results beneficial 
to both countries. 

It would not be at all surprising if 
this trouble with Great Britain should 
result in a formation of an alliance be- 
tween the Central American States for 
defensive purposes. There is no deny- 
ing the fact that the attitude of Great 
Britain in her treatment of Nicaragua 
and in her dealings with other small 
powers has caused an awakening among 
the Central American republics to the 
danger to which they are exposed from 
British aggression. There is a strong be- 
lief here that Great Britain will never 
submit any question that may arise be- 
tween herself and the Central American 
States to arbitration, but that she will 
herself sit in judgment on the question, 
and then proceed by force of arms to en- 
force her own decree. 

Not for years has there been such 
unanimity of opinion among the Spanish- 
American republics and the situation may 
be best summed up by comparing it to 
the flurry among a groupyof chickens 
when a hawk dashes down among them 
and despoils the flock. Great Britain has 
successfully played the role of a hawk 
and the flurry caused by her actions 
shows no signs of subsidence. The zov- 
ernments of all the Central Ameri¢an 
States and thosc of several. of the South 
American countries have telegraphed to 
President Zelaya suggesting the formation 
of a commercial union against the pro- 
ducts of Great Britain and against the 
transportatiqn of and South Amer- 
ican products in British bottoms. 

If such a union could be definitely ar- 
ranged and the terms be put into force.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—As far as 
learned, the subject of a commercial union, 
such as indicated in the above dispatch, 
has not been a question of very recent dis- 
cussion here by the diplomatic representa- 
tives of the South and Central American 
republics. Union is said to be desirabie 
by some, from the standpoint of a general 
proposition, but that the formation of such 
a union would contemplate the prohibi- 
tion of the importation of Englieh products 
and the dosing of the Central American 
ports to English bottoms is regarded as 
highly improbable. It is not believed 
that any dispatches on this subject have 
been received here. 

Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister, 
would discuss the matter but briefly and 
then rather discouraged the idea of the 
formation of such a union as that sug- 
gested. Minister Mendonca of Brazil was 
disinclined to believe that a commercial 
union between the States of Central and 
South America was probable at this time. 
He had received no information that dis- 

tehes of the kind stated had been sent 
to President Zelaya, although it might be 
that messages of sympathy had been trans- 
mitted. He thought the question of a 
local union between the States of Central 
America was a matter for themselves and 
one in which Brazil had no direct inter- 
est. He did not think Brazil would take 
such a step as that indicated, partly on 
account of her large interests with En- 
giand. Why, he asked, should Brazfi take 
any such action any more than the United 
States? 

Official confirmation of the evacuation 
of Corinto was received late this even- 
ing by Dr. Guzman. His information sim- 
ply stated the evacuation took place this 
morning., Dr. Guzman’s telegrams ap- 
parently conveyed the only information 
on the subject received in this city 
through official sources during the day, the 
State Department being without any news 
on the subject.

A Type of All Resurrections Which 
are to Follow — Disembodied 
Spirits to Take on a New 
and Finer Body.

A LITERARY MAN. 


NO REST FOR THE PUBLIC FROM 
GROVER. 


He Will Afflict the People with a 
Book on Economic Science at 
Which He Has Labored . 

Four Years.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Cleveland is to appear before his 
countrymen in a new role. He has become 
a literary man. It might be more correct 
to say that he has long been a literary 
man. He has spent four years, more or 
less, in writing a book, still incomplete, 
which seems likely to give him altogether 
a unique position in our long line of 
Presidents. It is a volume on economic 
science. 

If there is one study to which Cleveland 

has devoted his leisure, it is political econ- 
omy and social economy. He is an omniv- 
erous reader in these departments of 
knowledge. His library is stocked with 
standard works on various subjects. It is 
not so much as a means of acquiring in- 
formation that Cleveland reads with such 
persistence, but in order to keep pace with 
the progress of thought. A fact which has 
been noticed lately is that he now writes 
fot hours. He is always making notes as 
he proceeds. In the matter of classifying 
his knowledge Cleveland shows 4 décided 
expertness. He has receited nearly all 
current works of importance that issue 
from the press—that is, those which are in 
lita line. They are duly and promptly 
read and notes made of them for future 
reteréence. 
Gleveland’s book will pfobably appear 
when the President lays down the cares of 
office, it being well known that he will not 
hear of any mention in connection with 4a 
Ahird term. Cleveland is presenting eco- 
nomic science from a point of view some- 
what in advance of Mill. His book is di- 
vided into four departments—production, 
consumption, distribution and exchange. 
From what can be gatheréd on the author- 
ity of those who have talked with Cleve- 
land, he does not mean to expound a doc- 
trine so much as to make clear the lines 
along which progtess in economic thought 
must proceed. This way of going to work 
has permitted copious illustrations drawn 
from American history. In this Cleveland 
seems to strike a new note. | 


BALFOUR RETURNS. 
The British Swindler is Brought 
Back from Argentine.

SOUTHAMPTON, May 5.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) Jabez Spencer - Balfour, the ex- 
member of Parliament ‘who has gained 
world-wide notoriety through his connec- 
tion with the collapse of the Liberator 
Building Society and allied concerns, has, 
by the long-continued efforts of the Brit- 
ish government to secure his extradition, 
been brought back from Argentine, 
whither he had fled. He arrived tonight 
from Buenos Ayres. His expected arrival 
caused the greatest excitement and every 
precaution was taken to protect him. 

A large number of detectives and po- 
licemen were present to take charge of 
him and prevent any overt act on the part 
of the crowd that began to assemble as 
soon as it became known that the Tar- 
tar Prince, the ship on which Balfour was 
to arrive, had been signaled off the coast. 
When the ship arrived the dock was closed 
to the public and Balfour was ced on 
a special train bound for London. The 
Scotland Yard authorities have taken 
elaborate precautions to prevent the pris- 
oner being interviewed.

PARNELL KILLED. 


HE DISPLAYS HIS COWARDLY 
‘TRAITS AT LAST. 


After Being Tossed on the Horns of 
a Wild Bull for an Hour He 
Dies Abjectly—His Skin 
to be Stuffed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

MONTEREY (Mex.,) May 5.—(Special 
Dispatch.), Parnell, the man-eating lion, 
was killed here today in the bull-ring by 
a Mexican bull. The contest between the 
bull and the lion was witnessed by 2000 
persons, who were wildly enthusiastic 
over the situations offered by the combat. 
It was a thoroughly brutal affair. 

Parnell fought the bull here two weeks 
ago, getting rather the worst Of the bat- 
tle. Conseqgtiéntly, on being let into the 
thirty-foot steel cage today, he failed to 
show the fire and aggressiveness that an- 
imated him before. In fact, he played the 
coward, and, instead of meeting the bull 
in its first mad dash, as was expected, he 
turned to one side and avoided hit again 
and again. The bull continued on the 
offensive, but the lion never returned the 
attack except when the closeness of the 
combat was such that he could not avoid 
it. Twice he made vicious grabs at the 
bovine’s nose, so that it was streaming 
with blood, though the blood was due in 
Part to the bull dashing his nosé on the 
ground in attempts to get his horns low 
enough to toss his adversary. 

After racing about the ring Parnell 
finally found a place so close to the edge 
of the cage that it was difficult for his 
antagonist to get at him, where hé 
crouched in abject fear. Finally, yielding 
to the demands of the crowd, the at- 
tendants threw a rope around Parnéli’s 
head and drew him to the center of the 
ring, where the bull finished him. The 
one-sided combat lasted one hour, The 
Hion’s injuries must have been internal, 
as, notwithstanding the terrible tossing he 
received, his tough hide did not seem to 
be punctured by the buli’s horns. 

It had deen decided by the promoters of 
the fight to bring down a large young 
lion from Fort Worth to battle today with 
the bull, but as Parnell killed and ate a. 
goat on Monday, and two days later killed 
and ate a yearlifig héifer, his physical 
condition was cotisidered good, and it 
was thought that he would put up a 
fight for his life. Col. Boone has re- 
ceived a number of offers for Parnell’s 
hide, but it is probable that a certain of- 
ficial of Monterey will stuff it and pre- 
serve it as a momerito of the prowess of 
the bull. | 
* Parnell is the well-known lion which 
killed his keeper at the Midwinter Fair 
in San Francisco, and who recently caused 
the death of his trainer, George Rooke, 
in Laredo. He caught Rooke’s arm as he 
was carelessly standing near the cage 
and mangled the man so horribly that he 
died of blood-poisoning. Parnell recently 
fought with the grizzly bear Ramidan, 
which was afterwards killed by a bull. A 
bull-fight is scheduléd for next Sunday.

West Virginians Pouring 
Into Virginia. 
Gov. O’Farrell Desirous of Sending 


Troops to Break Up the 
Meetings.

POCAHONTAS (Va.,) May 5.—The strik- 
ing West Virginia miners have beén pour- 
ing into Virginia all day.

Justice Jackson Returns to Washing- 
ton—A Reversal Impossible 
Unless Two More Justices

WASHINGTON, May 5.—It is not known 
what time twill be given to the argument 
of the imcome-tax cases, which are to be 
begun in the Supreme Court. The order 
of the court granting the rehearing did 
not specify as to the time, and the Chief 
Justice is quoted as having sald since the 
order was made that the argument would 
be at length. On the first argument about 
twlevée hours’ time, equivalent to three 
Supreme Court days, were given to the 
subject. Then thrée attorneys were heard 
on each side. The Chief Justice’s order 
in the present instance provided for the 
hearing of only two counsel on each side. 
It is therefore probable that the argu- 
ment will be extended at least two days, 
and it is possible that counsel will seek 
to have it covet even more time. |

In his last race at San Jose recently he 
won a similar race in 50 m. 78s. He was 
born of Irish and English parents in 1861.

ds, geared up to seventy inches. His 
ung expansion is eight inches. Half of 
his muscles are deuble and hard as steel. 

In 1881 he won the championship of 
England, Ireland, France and all of Eu- 
rope by defeating all comers at Birming- 
‘ham, Eng., afid held the champion- 
ship until he came to this country in 1883. 
He became a citizen in 1884, and Boston 
was his home. He has crossed the At- 
lantic eighteen times on racing tours, and 
went round.the world in 1889. He has 
been in twenty-five six-day races, and 
cnly lost two. He holds every world’s 
-record from twenty miles to one thousand. 
He made the record of 1000 miles in 
67 h. and 3 m., and was only out of his 
saddle four minutes during the long ride, 
defeating all comers for long-distance 
championship at Minneapolis, Minn., 1890. 
His 100-mile record, 4 h. 56 m., was made 
last year. He visited the island of Cuba 
and defeated the two champions of that 
country for twenty miles, allowing them 
to relay each other every mile, while he 
went the full distance without a rest. 

Eddie Bald, the Buffalo boy who re- 
cently lowered the world’s mile and two-- 
mile records at San Jose, also arrived 
here on Saturday evening with his trainer, 
Asa Windle. 

Of his last performance on April 20, the 
Buffalo Times says: 

“This feat, coming the day after his re- 
duction of the world’s competition two-

A New 
BREEDING RUNNERS IN A HIGH AL- 
TITU DE. 

“To attempt to raise thoroughbreds in 
an altitude far above the level of the sea 
ts flying in ‘the face of all accepted theo- 
ries as to the successful development of 
the runpming-horse, yet that is the under- 
taking of two bold Chicago men whose 
experiments thus far them to believe 
that ultimaltely -they will meet with sac- 
cess in tmproving tthe present, grade of 
running-h s,”’ says the Chicago Times- 
Herald. ‘“‘The two men who are thus go- 
ing contrary tto the long-cherished tenets 
of the breeders are Samuel Doll and John 
Condon, and the place where their ex- 
periments are going on is at Gypsum, 
Colo., at an altitude of from 6500 to 12,000 
feet. above the jevel ofthe sea. What 
they expect to bring forth is a runming- 
horse ‘with better lungs and h ronger 
tendons, and a better foot.. If efforts 
are successful not only will th@fe be a 
revolution in the breeding of runners, but 
in the breeding of trotters and other 
fine stock. 
“Tt was the success in breeding fine cat- 
tle that led to the experiments in 

rses, aml which convinces Doll and Con- 
don that tthey can ultimately bring fo 
the thoroughbred of a ttype superior to 
the present. : 

“From stock for market the owners of 
the big Gypsum ranch n experiment- 
ing with Herefords, Shorthorns, Holsteins, 
Angus, Galloway and other fine, registered 
cattle. From this they advanced to the 
better grades of horses. It was found 
that among all ithe lots of horses there 
was not one with a bad foot, lung or 
heart. That put ‘the idea into Doll’s head 
that tthe same results might be attained 
with the running-horse. Condon had faith 
in the plan, @nd the experiment was be- 
gun. As far as it has gone there has 
never been an animal with ‘tthe faults so 
often found in the racimg-animal of the 
present. There are now at the ranch nine 
thoroughbred mares in foal to Von Trump, 
the stallion which died several weeks 
ago. The mares are expected to cast early 
next month. Three imported Arabians, to 
which line all the running stock of the 
present ‘traces, are also among the valua- 
ble property of the ranch, and ten days 
ago, according ‘to a letter just received, 
the Arabian mare ‘threw a magnificent 
foal. The mare is Zehna, by Kehilan, 
out of Treyshi, and her foal is by Sha- 
mit, he by Hadban, out of El Furd. Be- 
sides Zehna and Shamit there is another 
Arabian at the Gypsum ranch, Abdbul 
Aley. The get of these Arabians will be 
bred to the native runners. The ranch- 
men have just purchased the tmported 
stallion Oakley, by Touchet, out of 
Daughter. Touchet is by Liord Lyons, out 
of Ignoramus, and Oakley is from the 
best stud in England. The firm has deen 
mogotiating for ‘tthe purchase of the 
stallion Baychester, but is more impreseed 
with Lord Dahlmeny, by the Ill Used, out 
of Lady Rosingitton, the largest of the Il 
‘Used. get, and :will probebly secure Lord 
Dahimeny. following are some of the re- 
cent purchases for breeding purposes:

“The general belief has been that a 
bigh’ altitude stunts the growth of ani- 
mals, particularly the thoroughbdred- 
horse. Samuel Doll and John Condon do 
not believe this. The great difficulty with 
the running-horse of tlre present is that 
he is bred so fine that he is a mighty 
nervous, delicate creature, which. runs in 
a@ race or two and thereafter is @ ng 
plater or develops a bad foot, lung or 
heart Bred for sprinting, his delicate ten- 
dons give way after a race or two, and 
any number of ‘the great runners might 
be mentioned as instances in point. Some 
hold ‘that this is largely due to the put- 
ting in traiming of tthe thoroughbred at 
an age when it is immature, and this is 
doubtless true. But whatever the differ- 
ences of opinion as to cause, the fact re- 
mains that the running-horse is too en 
deficient in foot, tendon, lung and heart. 
Doll and Condon believe they camp improve 
the thoroughbred in these respects, and 
their experiments thus far encourage 
them ‘to continue in their new ijine. By 
the Arabians, famous for the strength of 
tendon, they expect to get results in that 
direction, and by the natural advantages 
of their immense ranch and their supple- 
centary methods they confidently “expect 
- secure improvements in other direc- 

ons.”’

CLOSING SCENES OF THE WAR. 


A Confederate Band Which Deserted 
in a Body to Washington. 


(Noah Brooks in the Century for May:) 
In the latter part of the month of March, 
1865, Washington saw many signs of col- 
lapse of the rebetlion. The Confederate 
army appeared to be badly demoralized, 
rand deserters, who arrived constantly in 
large num , reported that men from 
Alabama, Géorgia, Florida, and the Caro- 
linas could not be expected to have any 
heart in a fight which then seemed only 
for the defense of Virginia, while their 
own States were overrun by the armies of 
the Union. During the month of March 
more than three thousand deserters were 
received at Washington, and great num- 
bers were quartered at Fort Monroe, An- 
napolis, and other points nearer ‘he lines, 
where they were put to work in the quar- 
termaster’s department or in the naval 
sevice. 

One curiosity of the times was a Confed- 
erate regimental band, which had deserted 
in a body with its instruments, and was 
allowed to march through the streets of 
the national capital playing Union airs. 
This was one of the oddest signs of the 
final break-up. People recalled a story, 
told by Hooker, that when the Union 
army scaled and occupied Lookout Moun- 
tain, a rebel sentry on duty on the crest 
of one of the most difficult precipices saw 
our men pile up in solid masses over steeps 
which had been thought inaccessible, and 
was so surprised that he forgot to run, 
but stood with feet rooted to the spot, 
watching the Union force climbing up, 
and streaming past him, and driving the 
enemy far to the rear, until he was ieft 
alone, a statue of amazement. Recovering 
himself at last he threw down his musket, 
stripped off his rebel-gray jacket, stood on 
them both, and, looking far off to the 
sunny South, stretched out as a map be- 
low him, said: “How are you, Southern 
Confederacy ?”’ 

But, notwithstanding such indications 
of a collapse of the rebellion, at this very 
time many Northern Union newspapers, 
led by Horace Greeley and others of his 
stamp, were demanding that appeals 
should be made to the Southern people 
“to stop the flow of flood and the waste 
of treasure,” and that some Message should 
be sent to the Southerners. “‘so terse that 
it will surely be circulated, and so lucid 
that it cannot be misconstrued or per- 
verted,”” by way of an invitation to cease 
fighting. Curiously enough, the nearer the 
time came for a final surrender, the more 
fervid was the demand for negotiations 
and appeals from the unreasonable radicals 
in the ranks of Northern Unionigts. But 
all this was soon to end; and while a 
smail party was asking, “Why not nego- 
tiate?”’ the downfall came.

CITY COUNCIL. 


The School Bonds, Main-street Pav- 
ing, Cement Testing, Head- 
works Condemnation, Sa- 
loon Ordinances, Etc.

The canvassing of the returns from the 


bond elections held Friday and Saturday 


will be done, it Is expected, by the City 
Council at today’s meeting. The Council 


will also probably take steps toward the | 
acquirement of the necessary sites and the | 


erection of schoolhouses as proposed. 

In the matter of the action for the con- 
demnation of land for headworks for a 
waterworks system the City Attorney will 
probably be instructed to press the pro- 
ceedings as rapidly as possible. 

At the last meeting of the Council was 

presented a recommendation from the 
Police Commission that an ordinance be 
enacted repealing the restaurant liquor 
license ordinance, and also one requiring 
that saloons must actually be closed on 
Sundays and after midnight. Without any 
discussion the Council referred the recom- 
mendation to the City Attorney with in- 
structions to present the ordinances rec- 
omfended. 
» Should these ordinances, be presented 
today, it will, it is thought, be interesting 
to see what step the several ward states- 
men will take in dealing with the situa- 
tion. 

The matter of cement testing will, it is 
thought, be brought up. A communica- 
tion from the City Engineer, urging the 
Council ‘to reconsider ite action in direct- 
ing that the services of the man employed 
in making tests of cement work be dis- 
pensed with, was last Monday referred to 
the Supply Committee. It will be in or- 
der for that committee to report on the 
matter today. 

From the Board of Health will be pre- 
eented a recommendation that an ordi- 
nance be adopted prohibiting expectoration 
on the sidewalks or on the steps of public 
buildings. Matters of this kind are some- 
times immediately referred to the City 
Attorney, with inetructions to present euch 
an ordinance as recommended. It is some- 
times the case that the matter is firet re- 
ferred to a comméttee, and, perhaps that 
will be the action taken in this imetance. 

Some progress will probably be made 
in the proceedingasfor the paving of Main 
street, eouth of Ninth ecreet. The Board 
of Public Works will recommend that an 
ordinance of intention for the work under 
the special specifications aweked for be pre- 
eented. Should this recommendation be 
adopted, as iM is expected it will be, the 
ordinance can probably be presented and 
adopted next Monday, or before that 
time, should the Council have an extra 
sezsion during the week. After the adop- 
tion of the ordinance of intention, & will 
be several weeks before the protests 
against the work (if there be any) can be 
disposed of, the final. ordinance adopted, 
the work officially advertised and the con- 
tract let. 

Among the other numerous recommenta- 
tions of the Board of Pubiic Works will 
be one that the franchise for an electric 
road on North Main etreet, Macy street, 
Mission road and Griffin avenue, as peti- 
titioned for by Herman de Laguna, be 
officially advertised for sale.

THE EARLIEST PORTRAITS OF NA- 
POLEON 


rn far from the throne, Napoleon 
ema not claim from youth the perpet- 
uation of his features by official painters. 
It was not really until after Arcola, 
when Gros painted his famous portrait, 
that the image of Bonaparte began to 
irradiate the world. However, there was 
placed in the Louvre a short time ago, 
aden having formed part of the callec- 
tion of M. Beaudicourt,.a pencil sketch 
of the schoolboy of Brienné, “done in the 
school by one of his companions and 
signed by these lines showing the name 
of the author and the date of execution: 
“My dear friend Bonaparte, 1785. Tour- 
none.”” We reproduce it here. 

Does this childish sketch really repre- 
sent the physiognomy of the young school- 
boy, the future Oaesar? We dare not 
yet it presents for the Napoleonic collec- 
tor an intontestable interest; for, until 
the contrary is proved, it may be con- 
sidered as the first portrait of Bonaparte 
taken from life. 

Of course, other representations of Na- 
poleon in boyhood were made after his 
name hade begun to be celebrated. We 
stil see every day new compositions 
showing him by turns ‘“‘meditating in the 
grotto of Milleli, in Corsica; “reciting 
his lessons to Madam Letitia,” “organiz- 
ing snowball fights in the court-yard of 
the college at Brienne.” etc. But these 
are only fanciful works of an interest 
purely picturesque and we wish to review 
here only the portraits from life.

But a series of pencil 
sketches we have had occasion to examine 
in a rather exclusive Napoleonic collection 
shows us that he must have followed the 
footsteps of the general with extraor- 
dinary patience, and whenever he could 
see and study the features of his model, 
at church, theater, or review, he sketched 
them with rapid but accurate pencil on 
the leaves of his notebook. 

The result of this multiude of draw- 
ings was the beautiful medallion re- 
produced with this paper, by special per- 
mission, from advance pate 4 of Miss Tar- 
bell's ‘Complete Illustrated Life of Na- 
poleon,”” and never before published—a 
superb profile, the work of a patient and 
sincere synthesis, in which the proud, en- 
ergetic expression of the young general is 
vividly represented. In our opinion this 
is, with the picture by Gros, the truest 
presentation of the Bonaparte of the 
Italian campaign. In a short time this 
valuable document served as inspiration 
to all makers of medailions—to Gayrard, 
Vassale, Galle, Andrieux and Houdon him- 
self. 


NAPOLEON DURING THE EGYPTIAN 
CAMPAIGN. 

When we examine the portraits of Bona- 
parte sketched from life during the Egypt- 
ian campaign, we find only the profile of 
Dutertre, official painter of the exhibition, 
which, until now unpublished, is repro- 
duced herewith. In order to give more

Tits is not to say ‘that from 1804 to 
1814 there exist of Napoleon only false 
representations, only living images. Cer- 
tainly the great official painters of the 
Isabey, Gerard aad Robert

THE GRBPAT PORTRAIT BY DAVID IN. 


1812. 

Chief among those precious documents 
is the admirable portraft of the Banperor, 
painted by David ft 1812, herewfth repre- 
duced. Here we have no Caesar draped 
in the robes of Charlemagne, crowning 
the kneeling Empress with a gesture of 
superhuman grandeur: no Emperor stand- 
ing erect beside his throne and extemiing 
his hands over the standarmis lowered bBe- 
fore him; no general crossing the Alps, 
sitting Serene on a flery steed, his cloak 
floating behind him ke the wings of an 
eagle, but a Napoleon in every-day attire, 
standing among his books, in an attitude 
of profound meditation. 

This portrait, the property of Prince 
Louis Napoleon, arxl figurin= in the eha- 
teau of Prangiers, is striki._.y true and 
forcible in expression. 

It is late. candles are nearly burnt 
out. Innumerable leaflets, covers with 4 
Clumsy handwriting, lie scattered on the 
desk and testify to the arduous occupa- 
tion that engrosses the Emperor in the 
watches of the night, after 
fatigues. His somewhat hard expression 
of profound reverie seems to follow the 
flight of the ideas engendered in bis 
brain.

may not only have large salaries, but 
large funds to menage and profit by and 
never account for them. If these people 
told thowe who listen to ‘them that every 
large fortune in th’e country has its be- 
ginning in the careful, saving and judi- 
cious investing of some man whose earn- 
ings were not large when the eaving 
Process began, and that every man who 
will work and save part of what be earns 
will soon have an income that will equal 
hie wages, none of their echemes would 
thrive. The trades-union organizer would 
soon be told that money in Tank was 
more sure to bring its return than if 
intrusted to some union treasury, and that 
employment at good wages could be se- 
cured more regularly by the individual 
than by the: district boss or the strike 
committee.

Sins That Move with Accumulating 


Power—Gospel Meeting by the 
Young Woman’s 
Association. 


Rev. A. ©. Gmither preached to a good 
atdience last night at the First Christian 
Church upon Judas Icariot.” Bad men 
often teach the world valuable lessons, 
said the speaker. Few men have been 
considered viler than Judas Iscariot and 
few lives have taught with greater em- 
phasis the vil of sin. The speaker 
then traced the life of Judas as told in 
the New Testament, reciting the few facts 
that were told concerning him. 

The Germans invented a new theory. 
concerning Judas’s motives. This view 
was presented to the English-speaking 
world by De Quincey. It is held Sy this 
class of interpreters that Judas was 
prompted by patriotic motives and hoped 
by betraying Christ that Christ would 
assert His Messianic purpose and enter 
upon His public work. In support of this 
theory the small price accepted by Judas 
for betraying Christ, the fact that Jesus 
chose Judas as an apostle and Judas’s re- 
pentance and suicide are urged. Such 
an interpretation is in direct conflict with 
all scripture upon this subject. Judas 
was an avaricious man, and a thief. 
was led into betraying Christ unquestion- 
ably by base reasons. He wanted the 
money that could be secured by it. He 
hated Christ because he had been rebuked 
by Him for his wickedness. An addi- 
tional motive may have been that he 
wanted to be in favor with the enemies 
of Jesus, as he saw the evil forces arrayed 
against the Son of God. Judas’s life 
teaches that “murder will out;” that sin 
will be discovered, that, like the fires 
burning in the volcano, it will reach the 
public and there expend its force and 
receive its reward. There is no way of 
concealing sin, no means of hiding its 
direful face, of destroying its blasting and 
ruinous touch. If men could but learn 
this, what heinous crimes could be pre- 
vented, what great evil could be stayed! 

We learn further that sin is social; 
that sins move with accumulating power 
and always move downward. In our first 


vision of Judas he is chosen by Jesus as | 


an apostle. He next appears as an avari- 
cious man, one desiring money, the love 
of which is the root of so many evils. 
Prompted by this love of money he became 
a thief, stole money from the bag carried 
by the twelve, and out of which money 
was often given to the poor. This fol- 
lowed directly upon ‘the former, and led 
to the betrayal of Christ, a selling of his 
Master, into the hands of His enemies 
for thirty pieces of silver. Judas could not 
live and move happily in the presence of 
such purity as that possessed by Jesus. 
When once the sin of betrayal was com- 
mitted Judas seems to have realized his 
sin and was filled with remorse. Fol- 
lowing upon this came the greatest crime 
of his life, his suicide and after this, as 
the scripture records, he went to “his 
own place.’”’ Such is the ware 
course. Such is the downward 
of sin abways. The only way to avoid 
the evils connected with sinning is to 
refrain from fts practice. 

The crime of Judas seems peculiarly 
dark and heinous, because of the fact that 
such splendid opportunities were his and 
he lived and moved in the presence of 
the perfect life of Jesus. Yet it is a 
strange contradiction that the higher the 
life, the nobler the civilization, the baser 
is crime aid Gégrada@tion. Our civiliza- 
tion knows of «rime unknown to the un- 
civilized worl. "The enlarged opportuni- 
ties enjoyed by .Jndas would impose 
upon him a more solemn duty to God 
and ‘his tifese he disre- 
garded, and thus his crime became the 
blacker. 

The man of today, who, under the glo- 
rious teachings of Jesus, lives a vile life, 
degrades manhood, deébauches human life. 
Such a man is betraying the crucified 
Christ into the hands of evil and will 
bring wpon himself the sad end of Judas. 
Many souls will be lost that thoroughly 
hate Judas and that are yet ers 
his sin. 3 

Sin is the world’s darkest enemy. The 
only way of avoiding the ruin it produces 
is to accept Christ and follow Him.

GROWN IN LOS ANGELES. 


The First City in America to be 

§ Wholly Lighted by Electricity. 

Ds . Using and Condensing the 
Zanja Water. 


if all the prominent cities of this coun- 
Sry were canvassed as to their possibili- 
Hes in the matter of relative increase in 
Population during the next ten years, the 
Beautiful Los Angeles, Southern Califor- 
bia, would probably come out at the head 
ef the list, writes George Heli Guy in 
She Electrical Engineer for April. Its 
balmy climate attracts every year from 
Many countries a large contingent of in- 
Walids, of whom not a few are enabled to 
Wenew their health and strength, and be- 
@ome weeful members of society in what 
frequentiy proves to be their adopted coun- 
try. Much, too, of the energy of the 
Svercrowded East is gravitating natur- 
Bliy to this “Chicago of California,” as it 
been called, which has within its 
borders the makings of a mighty city. It 
is the natural center of the surrounding 
eduntry, and two transcontinental rail- 
Ways, the Santa Fe and the Southern Pa- 
Bific, make it their headquarters. The 
Salth of the citizens in the future of this 
Southern metropolis is unbounded, and 
Shia confidence is refreshing at a time 
when depression of a more or less pro- 
meunced order still pervades so many of 
the business communities of the country. 
During the last ten years the population 
Has increased from 40,000 to 80,000, and 
meariy all branches of commerce are 
prospering.

Dr. Van Siyck read an able and in- 
structive paper before the medical society 
of Pasadena Friday evening upon “House 
Ventilation,” and drew attention to the 
fact that many persons who are extra 
scrupulots in regard to cleanliness, per- 
sieten'tly disregard proper , alitention to 
house ventilation. He plactd much etress 
upon the fact that the emanations from 
the lungs are and that con- 
taminated air cannot be breathed without 
the most serious danger to the health. He 
@jated vhat is as feceseary to remove 
such air from houses, churches and halis 
as it is ‘to remove sewage, and yet archi- 
tects neglect the provision of proper fa- 
cllities for the purpose, contenting them- 
selves if they provide-‘windowe for the 
ingress of pure air, and arrange them in 
such a way that the object is defeated by 

e fear of taking cold from sitting in 
the draught. Dr. Van Slyck’s remarks apply 
éspecially to the public buildings of Pasa- 
dena, and there are few persons whi have 
fot noticed the conspicuous absence of 
proper verntidation in most of cur church 
builiiiigs. The sechool buildings, too, 
should be severely criticised. 

‘proper heating facilities, in the cold and 
Fainy days, it .i6 a necessity that the 


windows should be closed, for warmth, } 


and the air becomes unspeakably foul in 
a very short time. This is especially true 
of some of the rooms in the Wilson school, 
which thus become a sort of disease ex- 
change, where our chiidren, to use the 
words of a great English writer, ‘“barter 
measies, whooping cough, stomach disor- 
ders, aifd other infantile ills, as though 
they were the stock in trade of 4 lugu- 
brious markat.”’

at least din forever like an évil mem- 
ory abowt theif devoted heads, and is in- 
spired into their devoted lungs. The Re- 
corder’s edurtroom, the halls and offices 
of the entire on f Hall have an unwashed 
and unholy smell, and ithe air within them 
is always 4 crime against good living, for 
which the community should at 
atone by buiMing a new and spacious city 
building ‘with all modern improvements, 
and Presenting it Ito the Counmoil with their 
blessing.

The Clerical Postel Force Reduction 
Causes Much Indignation. 


SAN DIEGO, May 5.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) People are indignant at the 
reduction of the clerical force in “he post- 
office. The carrier delivery is something 
of a farce in this city. Mail is delivored 
nearly twenty-four hours after its receipt 
by carriers, in many parts of the city. 
Citizens desiring to receive their mail 
promptly need to hire a box in the post- 
office and go there for it. Owing to a de- 
crease in the revenues of the office dur- 
ing the etrikes last July the national 
authorities conclude that the appropriations 
for the office should be reduced. The 
clerks are compelled to do their own jani- 
tor work, and the public service is se- 
verely crippled. The short-sighted policy 
of the’ postal authorities amazes unpr2ju- 
diced observers.

FALL OF RICHMOND. 


EXCITEMENT IN WASHINGTON 
_ON RECEIPT OF THE NEWS. 


Observed—Speech-making 
and Music. 


(Noah Brooks in the Century for May:) 
The army of Grant had been enveloping 
Petersburg on March 28 and 29, and about 
10 o'clock on the morning of April 3 
word Was received in Washington from 
President Lincoln at City Point that that 
city had been evacuated, and that our 
army was pushing into it, sweeping 
around it, and pursuing the flying squad- 
rons of Lee. At a quarter to eleven in 
that forenoon came 4 dispatch to the War 
Department from Gen. Weitzel, dated at 
Richmond,- announcing the fall of the 
Confederate capital. It was not many 
minutes before the news spread like wild- 
fire through Washington, and the intel- 
ligence, at first doubted, was speedily 
made positive by the circulation of thou- 
sands of newspaper “extras’’ containing 
the news in billetins issued from the War 
Department. In a moment. of time the 
city was ablaze with an excitement the 
like of which was never seen before, and 
a piece of bunting 


of Pennsylvania avenue to the other the 
air seemed to burn with the bright hues 
of the flag. The sky‘ was shaken by a 
grand salute of 800 guns, fired by order 
of the Secretary of War—300 for Peters- 
burg and 500 for Richmond. 


were 
people, 
laughing, hurrahing and shouting in the 
fullness of their joy. Men embraced one 
another, ‘‘treated”’ one another, made up 
old quarrels, renewed old friendships, 
d through the streets arm in arm 
singing and chatting in that happy sort 
of abaridon which characterizes people 
when under the influence of a great and 
universal happiness. The atmosphere was 
full of the intoxication of joy. The de- 
partments of the government and many 
stores and private offices were closed for 
the day, and hosts of hard-worked clerks 
bad their full share of the general holi- 
day. Bands of music, apparently without 
any special direction of formal call, 
paraded the streets, and oomed and 
blared from every public place, until the 
air was resonant with the expresscin of 
the popular jubilation in all the national 
airs, not forgetting “Dixie,” which, it 
will be remembered, President Lincoln 
afterward declared to be among the spoils 
of war. 

The American habit of speech-making 
was never before so conspicuously exem- 
plified. Wherever any Man was found 
who could make a speech, or who thought 
he could make a speech, there a speech 
was made: and a great mafiy’ who had 
never before made ame found themeelves 
thrust upon a crowd of enthusiastic sov- 
ereigns who demanded of them something 
by way of jubilant oratory. One of the 
best of these offhand addresses extorted 
by the enthudiastic crowds was that of 
Secretary Stanton, who was called upon 
at the War Deparment by an eager mul- 
titude clamorous for more détails and for 
a speech. 

The Secretary then read Grant's dis- 
patch, anfiouncing the capture of Rich- 
thond, atid the fact that the city was on 
fire, upoti which the Secretary asked the 
crowd what they would reply to Grant. 
Some cried, “Let her burn!” others, 
“Burn it! burn &t!"’ but ome voice shouted 
“Hold Richmond for the Northern mud- 
gills!’ which sally was received with con- 
siderable laughiter. Mr. Stanton introduced 
to the crowd Willie Kettles, a bright 
Vermort boy atfout 14 years old, an ope- 
rator in the telegraph-room of the War 

o, who had been the fortunate re- 
cipien't of the important dispatch announc- 
img the capture of Richmond. Of course 
the crowd wanted a speech from the iad, 
who @eécreetly held his tongue, and bowed 
with modesty. 

The day of jubilee did not end with the 
day, but rejoicing and cheering were pro- 
longed far inito the night. Many ilivmi- 
nated ‘their houses, and bands wetfe still 
playirg, and leading men and ptrblic of- 
ficials were serenaded all over the city. 
There are always hosts of people who 
drown ‘their joys effectually in the flow- 
ing bowl, acd Washington on April 3 was 
full of those. Thousands besieged the 
drinking-ealodrs, champagne popped every- 
where, and a more Hquorish crowd was 
never seeh in Wastingtoi th¥n on that 
night. Many and many a man of years 
of habitual eobriety seemed to think it a 
patriotic duty to ‘“‘get full’ on that event- 
ful night, and net only so, but *o 2dver- 
tlae the fact of fullmess as widely as pos- 
sible. I saw one big, sedate Vermoner, 
chief of am execiitive bureau, standing on 
the corner of F and Fourteenth streets, 
with owlish gravity giving awar 50-cent

A VITAL QUESTION. 


A Sanitary Sewer Needed for the 
County Hospital. 
The necessary proceedings will, it is 


expected, be instituted within about two 


weeks so that, if they be prosecuted with 


due diligence, the County Hospital may

be connected with a sewer within a few 
months. 


This question, as is well known, has 
been before the City Council and the 
Board of Supervisors in one form of 
other for a number of years. The sewage 
from the County Hospital is so great in 
quantity that it is impracticable to turn 
it into cesspools and, consequently, there 
being no public sewer nearer than one 
mile from the institution, the only means 
of disposing of this sewage has been to 

harge it into the Arroyo de Los Posas. 
This arroyo is a natural waterway and a 
stream of two or more heads of water is 
flowing through it constantly. 

The stream of sewage discharged from 
the hospital into the arroyo is in volume 
about five. miners’ inches. In order to 
cause as little damage from the sewage 
as possible it is, before being discharged 
into the arroyo, diverted into a straining 
box charged with quicklime. . how- 
— removes only a part of the filth from 


The arroyo follows a winding course 
southerly, crossing First street about 
one-half mile east of the river. It flows 
on toward the southern part of the city. 

A number of cases of typhoid fever have, 
beyond reasonable doubt, been traced ‘w 
this pollution of the waters of the arroyo, 
and people who live in the neighborhood 
of the stream have nearly lost patience 
with the condition of affairs.

SQUEEZED BY A CAR. 


A BAD ACCIDENT ON BUENA 
VISTA-STREET BRIDGE. 


Two Men and a Little Girl Painfully 
Injured—Cars are Either Too 
Wide or the Bridge Too 

Narrow. 


On the Buena Vista-street bridge of the 
electric railway company yesterday 0oc- 
eurred an accident that came near being 
a fatality. As it is, one man was badly 
crushed, another had his head bruised, 
and a little child was badly cut in the 
face: 

Owing to the Turners’ picnic at Sycamore 
Grove, and it being the first Sunday that 
electric cars were run through to Pasa- 
dena, the cars were wnusually crowded. 
W. M. Corey, a young man from Ven‘ura, 
in the employ of Mead, Wright & Co., was 
hanging onto the front platform of one of 
the overcrowded cars going north, about 
1:30 p.m. As it ran upon the bridge, the 
unfortunate man was leaning so far out 
that, he came in contact with one of the 
posts of the bridge, and in an ‘netant he 
was being rolled along between the trusses 
and the side of the car. Before the car 
could be stopped h® was badly squeezed, 
and several of the windows of the car were 
broken in, causing a panic among the pas- 
sengers. A piece of broken glass etruck 
a little girl about. 3 years old, below the 
eye, cutting out a piece of flesh that laid 


A friend of Corey, who stood on the 
platform with him, was struck on the rose 
and on the side of the head, and was badly 
bruised. 


tal as soon as possible, where Dr. Ains- 
worth attended to his injuries. I: was 
found that no bones were broken, and as 
soon as he had recovered somewhat from 
the shock he was removed to the sisters’ 
Hospital, where, at 19 o’clock last night, 
he was reported doing nicély. 

General Manager Clark of the electric 
road. when seen last night, said in regard 
to the accident that it was not due to 
carelessness on the part of the employees. 
He said the trainmen had orders to stop 
all cars before crossing the bridge, and to 
warn the passengers to get inside. This 
was done yesterday, and Corey had also 
been warned by his fellow-passengers not 
to stand on the steps in crossing, but he 
did not heed the warning, and through his 
own recklessness got injured. 

As a mattér of fact, the construction of 
the bridge is at fault, for it is too narrow 
even for the ordinary cars, and the 'asa- 
dena coaches are so much wider that the} 
ean scareely get - through. Though the 
bridge accommodated the regular line of 
Buena Vista street cars, the new coaches 
of the Pasadena and Los Angeles iine were 
found to be sO wide that they would not gc 
through until some bridge timbers had 
been removed, and in addition the track 
was so changed as to permit the cars to 
run straight upon the bridge and not over 
so short a curve. 

It is explained that the accident hap- 
pened in a car of the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles Electric Railway Company, which 
is a corporation separate from the Los An- 
geles Railway Confpany, successor to the 
Los Angeles Consolidated Electric Railway 
Company, and using the tracks of the lat- 
ter company under a lease.
